Regulation made under Article 12. 


(1st May, 1921). 


When a person lias during a period of not less than three years conse¬ 
cutively been employed as record clerk or interpreter in the Court of Appeal, 
District Court, Land Court or as a principal clerk in the oflice of tin* Attorney 
General or Government Advocate, the period of service requirt'd by Section 5 
(ii) (c) of the Advocates Ordinance 1922, before admission as an Advocate in 
Palestine, shall be reduced to six months. 

Provided always that the reduction in the period of service? shall not he 
permitted unless the President of tin 4 Court of Appeal or of the District Court 
or the Attorney General (each as regards those in his own Department) 


certifies that the applicant — 

(i) has conducted himself well in his official duties, 

(ii) was not engaged principally in mere clerical work or routine, and 

(iii) has in the course of his official duties had opportunities of becoming 

conversant with legal procedure and the conduct of legal a Hairs.
